The Worm in the Eye. 

M. W. Sine, V.S., of Kingston, writes as 
follows to Tur REVIRW}which may be of 
rnterest to those of our reaters who have 
come in contact with the case mehtiened -— 

“I notice in the paper an account of a 
strange phenomenon (as it is designated) at 
Bannockburn. The disease is worm in the 
eye, and is due toa parasite called Filaria 
Oculi or Strongyless Equinus. It has never 
been seen in England, but has been noticed 
in Canada and the United States, and ‘is very 
common in India. This parasite is most 
likely to be found where the animals have 
been grazing on wet land or in wet weather. 
They get into the eye by means of the circul- 
ation. The worm is taken in by means of 
the food or drink, gets into the stomach and 
is carried through the circulation until it 


| finds its way into the aqueous humor of the 


eye. It may grow to the size of half an inch 
to two inches in length ; sometimes set up 
considerable irritation and this gives rise to 
more or less opacity of the comea, (the scum 
under which it appears to live), I never daw 
a case of it, but have seen the worm that was 
taken from a horse's eye by Dr. Faskin, VB, 
of Paris, Ont. Itisin the museum of the 
Ontario Veterinary College, Toronto.” 

The doctor further states that the case can 
be easily operated on without any permanent 
injuty to the animal.

. 80 commendable a resolution as the above 
should meet with ‘unqualified approval from 
every parent who has the welfare of his child 
at heart, as well as from everyone who pre- 
tends to take any interest in the moral status 
ofthe community. We know of no practices 
more degrading in their tendencies than 
these mentioned. Words meaningless at first 
germinate into thoughts, thoughts beget 
actions, and actions develop into habits, 
The child who ignorantly at first uses profane 
language becomes the irreverend and callous 
plasphemer. Obscene language and indecent 
innuendoes are the sure precursors of gross. 
ness and sensuality. We learn from the 
Principal of the school that an organized 
effort will be made at once to give effect to 
the resolution of the Board and it is to be 
hoped that the teachers may have the sym- 
pathy, support, and good example of the 
older members of the community. So long 
as coarse vulgarity and profanity are the 
current coin of domestic conversation little 
hope can be entertained of seeming an 
effectual remedy.

Father Chiniquy. 

As was to be expected, the visit of this 
celebrated preacher to Madoc last week was 
the occasion of the greatest interest, and it is 
needless to say expectations were fully 
realized. Large audiences greeted him 
during the week atjEldorado, MeCoy’s, and 
Queensboro, andon Sunday evening when he 
ocoupied the pulpit of the Methodist Church 
in this village, the building was packed to 
the doors, and many had to turn away unable 
to get in. On Monday evening he lectured 
in the Masonic Hall, when another crowded 
house greeted him. The Rev. Father 
Chiniquy's native tongue is French, and 
therefore his delivery in English is not the 
most pleasing, but this does not in the least 
detract from the worth of his address, or the 
unanswerable, forcible, and pungent truths 
he utters. In earnest and convincing tones 
he told of his early life as a Roman Catholic 
priest, and of the honors that had been 
conferred on him by Pope and Bishops as one 
of their most eminent sons. He described 
the manner of his conversion to the true 
light of Protestantism, after years of doubt 
on the subject, and of the great peace of mind 
and the good results that followed this con- 
version. He showed where thousands had 
followed and were following his example by 
leaving the Chuych of Rome, and to this was 
added no less than thirty-two priests, who 
vad placed themselves under his cave. In 
his whole discussion, Father Chiniquy has 
not an unkind word to say against Roman 
Catholics, but he strikes powerful and telling 
blows at what he terms their false doctrines 
and idolatrous forms of worship, and the 
unfounded pretentions of the Pope to place 
his priests above Christ. At the close of his 
address, which must be heard to be fully 
appreciated, Father .hiniquy sold a large 
number of hia books on the same subject.

French Wines. 


France has enjoyed the reputation of a 
much-drinking, but little-dranken country. 
Pare wines were plenty and cheap, and there 
was no swilling of strong spirits and drug- 
concocted liquors. Consequently the evils 
of intoxication were less prevalent than in 
many other lands, With the advent of the 
phylloxera and the wholesale failure of vine- 

ards all this has changed until France has 
me a hopeful competitor for the palm of 
drunkenness. Recent Government reports 
show a startling increase in the number of 
crimes and cases of insanity due to alcohol- 
ism, and now a’-detailed statement by M. 
Laborde, of the Academy of Medicine, re- 
veals the root of the evil. According to M. 
Laborde the manufacture of spurious liquors 
is conducted 6n an enormous scale, both in 
Paris and in provincial towns, and no at- 
tempt is made to conceal it. A very large 
proportion of the wines and spirits used are 
of this sort. And not only are these liquors 
great in quantity, but their quality is vile 
almost beyond description. Besides the 
familiar Indian hemp, nitro-benzol, and 
other products of the laboratory, poisonous 
in the extreme, such loathsome in ients 
as hippuric acid, made from the ings of 
stables, are freely uted. ‘The effect of such 
stuff upon the bodies and minds of the 
drinkers is of course ruinous, The Govern- 
ment is now about to order the classification 
of wines under the heads “natural,” ** manu- 
factured,” and “ raisin,” but shows no dis- 
position to interfere with the manufacture 
and sale of these liquid poisons,
